On  November  26,  1957,  a source  advised  that  the 
United  White  Party  (UWP)  was  organised  at  a convention  held 
In  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  on  November  10,  1957.  An  article 
In  the  November  26,  1957  Issue  of  the  "Greenville  Piedmont," 
a newspaper  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  reported  "the 
recent  formation  of  a new  political  party  to  be  known  as 
the  United  White  Party."  According  to  the  article,  the 
party  was  formed  at  a recently  held  meeting  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee  at  which  many  klansmen  were  represented.

1' thirty  per  cent  and  have  reduced  our  clerical  personnel  on  special 
assignment  by  fifty  per  cent.  In  view  of  the  continuing  activity, 
no  further  reduction  can  be  made;  however,  this  will  be  re-evaluate 
within  a ten-day  period  and  appropriate  recommendations  will  be 
f submitted  to  the  Director.
